at his trial and because of whom he 
killed Freda. 


His attorneys, Frank McGuigan 
and John A. Phillips, were striving 
meanwhile to complete their appeal 
for a new trial so that It may be 
presented in court today. 


Should their appeal fail, they in- 


dicated they will carry their fight to 
the state supreme court, tine board 
of jpardons_and Goy._Pinc|hpt, if nec- 
'essary. 


Offers Prayer. 


Edward, the Don Juan of the small 


mining village of Edwardsville, whoso 
impetuous love affairs led him to 
take Freda's.life.because her expect- 
ed motherhood threatened to blast 
a later romance .with Miss Crain, 
fell to his knees on the damp floor 
of his dingy cell, to pray. 


He derived some degree of comfort 


from a visit by Attorney Phillips, 
who told him not to give up hope. 
Prison guards reported he ate heart- 
ily although- he appeared despond- 
ent and morose. 


Edwards was found guilty, by a 


jury Saturday but he was not sen- 
tenced by Judge W. A: Valentine 
pending a motion for a new trial by 
his counsel. 


Edwardsville, suddenly plunged into 


the national limelight by the killing 
of Freda, still seethed with excite- 
ment. The trial and sentence were 
the chief topics of conversation Sun- 
day as crowds gathered in churches. 


Mother Collapses. 


Bobby's mother was under care of 


a physician. She collapsed when in- 
formed of the verdict. His father 
reiterated his decision to "stick" to 
his boy. 


Freda was bludgeoned to death 


with 'a blackjack the night of last 
July 30 when Bobby had invited her 
for a swimming party in Lake Har- 
vey. 
The commonwealth Introduced 


his statements to police in which he 
admitted killing Freda because of 
his love for Miss Grain. The defense 
contended Freda died of shock when 
she plunged Into the icy water of 
the lake for a swim and that Ed- 
wards struck her with the blackjack 
in order to make her death appear 
as accidental.

airplane comes to a dead stop 26,000 
feet above the ground the occupants 
aren't in any danger.

they are bucking such a terirfic wind 
as greeted Pilot Charles Stoeffer and 
Photographer Jack Kuhn when they 
soared at that height over Manhat- 
tan Island yesterday. 


Stoeffer had the engine throttle to 


a mere 100 miles an hour. The ship 
went backward. He pepped it up to 
120 miles an hour and it stood still. 
And there it remained for 45 min- 
utes, moving hardly a foot. 


Stoeffer said his gauge showed the 


wind to be blowing at a velocity 
equal to the speed of his ship.

The 
grand total for Lawrence county 
shows 28.660 Republicans and 7249 
Democrats, showing a four to one

PHILADELPHIA. Oct. 8. — Ap- 


proximately 750,000 Philadelphians 
are qualified to march to the polls 
next month to register their choice 
in one of the bitterest election con- 
tests of all times, unofficial registra- 
tions returns indicated today. 


Registration officials declared more 


than 200,000 voters enrolled Satur- 
day, the last registration day. 
It 


was estimated 330,000 of these were 
Republicans while Democracy claim- 
ed 70,000. 


The estimated Democratic enroll- 


ment for the three days was set at 
256.000, a new "high" for that party 
in Philadelphia.

City Enrollment Is Divided. 
With 10,378 Republicans 
And 3,151 Democrats 


Despite the removal of thd 
tax qualification for voting, 
and the intensive drive by 
both major parties to get out 
a heavy registration this 
year, the total increase in 
the city of New Castle is but 
151 over 1933. Figures com­ 
piled today for the city show 
a total of i 0,378 Republicans 
registered and 3,151 Demo­ 
crats. in addition there were 
about 100 scattered partv 
registrations, which brings 
the grand total up to 13,329, 
as against 13,178 for 1933. 
Nearly 6300 registered on S atu r­ 
day. the last day for registration, 
this total being not quite the total 
of the first two days combined. In ­ 
creases are seen in the fifth, sixth, 
seventh and eighth wards, with the 
second ward dropping down under 
4000 registered, and sim ilar decreases 
in the third and fourth wards.

Republicans

Democrats, a total of 22 480.

is not an accurate indication, how - 
ever, as there is no personal regis­ 
tration in the rural districts, a voter 
being registered when he is assessed.

UNIFORM MOTOR LAWS 


Among the subjects scheduled to come before the meeting of the 


safety congress and exposition soon to be held in Cleveland is that of 
uniform motor regulation. 


The matter is one that has received much attention in recent years 


but without much headway toward the general adoption of uniform 
laws being made. The subject embraces standard signs, signals and liigli- 
•way markings; standard driver licensing and standard municipal or- 
dinances for traffic control. 


With highway safety becoming an increasingly serious problem, 


it seems time for this matter to receive the full attention that it deserves. 
It appears to have been amply demonstrated that uniform regulations 
constitute an aid to safety. The evidence supporting this view includes 
:he results of a study made by the National Safety council. The motor 
car death rate per 10,000,000 gallons of gasoline used, it was shown, in- 
creased 6 per cent, during the first four months of this year, in states 
that do not have standard regulations and decreased 5 per cent in states 
•srith uniform regulations. 
' 


These figures have a convicing appearance. 
The safety council can not, of course, force individual states to 


adopt standard control laws. It can, nevertheless, perform an important

UNITED STATES OUT 


A new conciliation commission is to be created by the League of 


Nations in a fresh attempt to end the Chaco war between Bolivia and 
Paraguay. 


Reports from Washington indicate that the United States will re- 


main aloof from the movement, at least for the present. This was the 
policy outlined by the secretary of state, Mr. Hull, in commenting on 
reports from Geneva that the United States might be invited to Join 
the latest peace move. He explained that the United States would be 
glad to co-operate with any peace attempt when, in its own judgment, 
such co-operation would prove helpful. 
' 


The Washington government has gone so far in its efforts to end 


the hostilities as to prohibit the shipment of munitions to the belliger- 
ents. It has sought in other ways to stop the conflict. Its efforts were un- 
fruitful, Just as was the original attempt made by the league. The latter 
sent a special commission to the war zone to make an investigation and 
report its findings. This was done but without ending the war. 


It is very doubtful if its new move will prove to be any more suc- 


cessful. The two warring nations seem -determined to fight it out to a 
finish. 
Despite reported large losses in men killed, wounded and cap- 


tured and despite the heavy financial drainrnelther nation has shown any 
evidence of a weakening purpose. 


It seems probably that no peace move can prove hopeful at Jeast 


•until one or the other of the wan-ing powers begins to feel the effects of 
the struggle to a much greater extent than now is the case. 


The league has pursued its usually timid course in trying to end 


the conflict. This has proved a further1 blow to Its prestige. 


There is no valid reason why the United States should join it in 


its latest peace effort, which is so totally devoid of promising results. 


UNIFORM MOTOR LAWS 


Among the subjects scheduled to come before the meeting of the 


safety congress and exposition soon to be held in Cleveland is that of 
uniform motor regulation. 


The matter is one that has received much attention in recent years 


but without much headway toward the general adoption of uniform 
laws being made. The subject embraces standard signs, signals and high- 
way markings; standard driver licensing and standard municipal or- 
dinances for traffic control. 


With highway safety becoming an increasingly serious problem, 


it seems time for this matter to receive the full attention that it deserves. 
It appears to have been amply demonstrated that uniform regulations 
constitute an aid to sifety. The evidence supporting this view includes 
the results of a study made by the National Safety council. The motor 
car death rate per 10,000,000 gallons of gasoline used, it was shown, in- 
creased 6 per cent, during the first four months of this year, in states 
that do not have standard regulations and decreased 5 per cent in states 
with uniform regulations. 


These figures have a convicing appearance. 
The safety council can not, of course, force individual states to 


adopt standard control laws. It can, nevertheless, perform an important 
service in this direction by placing before the motoring public the facts 
as shown in figures. 


Various steps constantly are being taken in an effort to increase 


safety on the roads. Despite all such attempts, the death rate from motor 
accidents continues to mount. 


Adoption of standard regulations appears to be the next logical 


step. In seeking to promote this cause, the safety congress is doing im- 
portant work.

always pays his honest debts, and yet he never pays back his loans in 
full. He is converting $1,250,000,000 in Fourth Liberty Loan bonds now 
and holding out $50,000,000 in the transaction. 


Holders of 51,000,000,000 of those bonds will turn them in to be 


exchanged for bonds of a new issue, bonds in the amount of 8200,000,- 
ooo will be turned in for cash and bonds for probably $50,000,000 will not 
be returned to the treasury. 


Part of every large federal bond issue is lost or forgotten. People 


who buy bonds or come into possession through inheritance or other 
means sometimes lose them through robbery, fire or carelessness and 
sometimes put them in safekeeping and then forget to redeem them upon 
their maturity.

MANY ARRESTED 


PACE FIRING SQUAD

MADRID. Oct. 8 — Spain's new

The three-day rebellion, authori- 


ties reported, has been completely 
crushed, with the exception of small 
areas in Asturias and parts of Bar- 
celona. where furious fighting was 
continuing. 


Believe 250 Dead. 


Conservative estimates placed the 


dcRd al 250, the wounded at 300 and 
the arrested — many of whom are 
doomed to face the firing squad— at 
nearly 5.000. Some reports said there 
were 1,000 dead and 3,000 wounded. 


Aside from "mopping up" those 


sections where the insurgents still 
held out, the government concen- 
trated on trapping leaders of the 
revolt. 


The frontier at La Linea, adjoin- 


ing British-owned Gibraltar, was or- 
dered closed. Six regiments were on 
their way to Asturias to quell the 
scattered but still battling miners 
and other revolutionaries there. As 
the troops advanced, orders were 
flashed to all French and Portuguese 
border posts to be on the alert to 
prevent any rebels escaping. 


Arrest Leaders. 


Luis Companys. president of the 
Catalonian parliament, and the man 
•who decreed the Catalonian repub- 
lic. was under arrest aboard 
the 


steamer Ecuador, along with several 


other rriembers oJ the Catalonian 
government. 


Death warrants have already been 


signed for two Catalonian ringlead- 
ers, Carlos Badia and a member of 
the generalidad named Ricro. 


Some of the major rebels and big- 


gest figures in Spain's stormy politi- 
cal life, however, were reported to 
have slipped through the govern- 
ment's fingers. They include Largo 
Cabellero, said to have fled to 
France; Arturo Menendez, ex-police 
chief of Barcelona, and Seer Dencas, 
Catalan minister of the interior, who 
left the generalidad building by a 
secret passage. 


The whereabouts and fate of Man- 


ual Azana, former premier and 
Company's co-leader in the Cata- 
lonian secession, were a mystery. He 
was last reported hiding in the little 
town of Lerida. near Barcelona. 
Later rumors said that he had fled 
across the French frontier, or to an- 
other Catalonian town, Tarrassa, 
where the police this morning made 
an intensive search. One report said 
that he was wounded. 


Premier Alejandro, whose forma- 


tion of a right-wing cabinet precipi- 
tated the Socialist revolution, an- 
nounced that the government had 
the situation completely under con- 
trol, except for Asturias and Bar- 
celona. Troops bound for Asturias 
were equipped with gas and their 
officers were under orders to use se- 
vere measures to crush the rebels. 


War vessels had their guns train- 


ed on Barcelona, in case of need, 


Madrid was quiet, after a night of 


sporadic sniping, during which pow- 
erful searchlights raked roof-tops to 
spot sharpshooters.
